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Introduction 


This presentation highlights the role played by the 
less developed countries (LDCs) in US international 
economic transactions. To provide a persp "clive, 
major aspects of US trade and service trends (1970 
through 1977) are presented, and US-LDC trade 
for 1977 is shown in relation to other regions. The 
bulk of the report focuses on the character of US- 
LDC transactions. Merchandise trade is disaggre- 
gated by both major commodity and country. Ser- 
vice transactions and capital flows, where the statis- 
tics are available, are also portrayed.

Highlights 


The United States sells more than one-third of its 
exports to the LDCs, a higher share than any other 
developed country except Japan. 


Since 1970, US trade with both OPEC * and non- 
OPEC LDCs has grown considerably faster than 
US trade with developed countries. 


The United States sells more manufactures to the 
LDCs than to Western Europe, Japan, and the Com- 
munist countries combined. 


Almost half of US exports in a number of major prod- 
uct lines—industrial machinery, electrical machin- 
ery, and aircraft—are sold to the LDCs. 


Three-quarters of US imports of LDC manufac- 
tures come from four countries— Taiwan, Hong Kong, 
South Korea, and Mexico. 


Only about 30 percent of US imports of nonfuel raw 
materials come from the LDCs. 


The United States [as a surplus with most nonoil ex- 
porting LDCs, with comoined US net exports of 
manufactures to the LDCs exceeding net imports of 
agricultural goods and raw materials. 


The general US trading pattern with the LDCs 1s re- 
versed for US trade with the Far Eastern LDCs 

and thus resembles US links with Japan. The United 
States has a deficit with this group, with net im- 
ports of manufactures exceeding net exports of agri- 
cultural goods and raw materials 


The substantial net US earnings derived from provid- 
ing services mainly stem from transactions with the 


LDCs.

Major Shifts in US Payments Position Since the 
Early 1970s 


Change in US Trade and Services Balances (figure 1) 


The components of the US foreign payments posi- 
tion shifted substantially between the early 1970s and 
1977. 


The sharp decline in the US trade balance resulted 
almost entirely from a $30 billion fall in the bal- 
ance with the LDCs. The large change reflects the 
much faster rise in the dollar value of US pur- 
chases of OPEC oil than in the value of US sales to 
these newly rich countries. 


Gains in the US service account offset more than 
three-fifths of the deterioration in the trade ac- 
count, with most of the improvement in service earn- 
ings resulting from transactions with the LDCs. 
These latter flows involved mainly higher military 
sales to the OPEC countries and greater financial 
services to the non-OPEC LDCs. 


When the trade and services flows are combined, 

the United States improved its position with every re- 
gion except Japan and the LDCs. About two-thirds 
of the LDC deterioration was with the OPEC coun- 
tries and the remainder with the non-OPEC LDCs. 
If oil is excluded from US transactions with non- 
OPEC LDCs, then the United States would show 

an improved position with this group. 


Statistical Note: The presentation at right employs US balance- 
of-payments data to show the full range of transactions, including 
trade, services, and capita! movements. Balance-of-payments 

data, as published by the Department of Commerce, do not distin- 
guish between OPEC and non-OPEC LDCs and do not provide 

a detailed breakdown of trade by country or product. For this addi- 
tional detail, the remainder of the presentation relies on customs 
trade data which are published by the US Bureau of the Census 
Trade data on a balance-of-payments basis differ 

from data on a customs basis, primarily because the former include 
imports into the US Virgin Islands and exclu¢e military equip- 
ment exports. As a result, the US merchandise trade deficit for

1977 is $31.2 billion based on payments data and $27.7 billion 
based on customs data. Despite the differences, both sets of data 
lead to similar conclusions about the trends in US-LDC eco- 
nomic transactions 

For trade data on a customs basis, exports are measured 

free alongside ship (f.a.s.), and imports are measured on a customs 
value basis

US Overall Trade Balance Trends, 1970-77 


US Trade Balances by Major Commodity 
(figure 2) 


In 1977 the US merchandise trade balance plunged 
to a record deficit of $28 billion, far below the $1 bil- 
lion average deficits of 1970-72. 


The $38 billion increase in the fuel deficit has been a 
key contributing factor to the overall deterioration 
in the US balance of payments. 


The impact of the fuel deficit has been partly offset 
by sizable increases in the surplus in foodstuffs and 
manufactures. 


The United States runs only a small deficit in raw ma- 
terial trade becuuse of large exports of cotton, 
wood, nonferrous metals, and steel scrap. 


In 1977 the surplus in both foodstuffs and manu- 
factures dropped sharply and accounted for almost 
one-half of the $21 biliion increase in the US 
deficit.

US Regional Trade Balances (figure 3) 


The influence of 7il is clear when the US trade bal- 
ance is vicwed by region; the deficit with the OPEC 


countries at $19 billion equals more than two-thirds of 


the overall deficit. 


Oil imports even affect trade with the non-OPEC 
LDCs. If the oil purchases from this region are ex- 
cluded, the United States would have a large surplus 
with these countries for most years. In 1977 US 
trade with the non-OPEC LDCs would be in slight 
surplus after excluding oil purchases of $6.5 billion. 


The US balance with developed countries has fallen 
by $2 billion over the period: a $4 billion increase in 
the surplus with Western Europe has been offset by a 
$6 billien increase in the deficit with Japan. 


The drop in the US trade balance in 1977 cuts across 
all regions. In every case, the 1977 growth in US 
exports was no more than one-third of the average 
growth rate for the entire peviod, while US import 
growth remained near historical levels.

US Trade in Foodstuffs by Region, 1977 (figure 4) 


The United States had a large 1977 trade surplus in 
foodstuffs with the world and with all constituent 
regions except the non-OPEC LDCs and other devel- 
oped countries. Australia, New Zealand, and South 
Africa, along with Canada and the United States, are 
the world’s major net agricultural exporters. 


The $3.7 billion 1977 deficit with the non-OPEC 
LDCs hides considerable two-way trade with the 
region. US exports to the non-OPEC LDCs were $4.9 
billion, a figure about matching combined US sales 
to Japan and the Communist countries. The US pur- 
chased $8.6 billion in goods, many of which were 

not available domestically, such as coffee and cocoa. 


Over one-half of US foodstuff exporis go to West- 
ern Europe and Japan. Cereals constitute almost 
three-fourths of the foodstuff imports of these 
countries from the United States.

US Trade in Raw Materials by Region, 1977 
(figure 5) 


In 1977 the small US trade deficit of $2.3 billion in 
nonfuel raw materials largely reflected a large defi- 
cit with Canada and smaller surpluses with Japan and 
Western Europe. 


One-half of US raw material imports come from Can- 
ada, mainly wood and nonferrous metals. 


Beneath the small deficit with the non-OPEC LDCs 
there is considerable two-way trade. While the 
United States imports large quantities of minerals 
from the many LDC producers, it sells them large 


amounts of cotton and steel scrap. About 30 percent of 


US imports of raw materials are from the LDCs.

The trade deficit in fuels with the OPEC countries at 
$31 billion is almost 80 percent of the US total 
fuels deficit. 


Two-thirds of the US fuels deficit with the non- 
OPEC LDCs is with The Bahamas, Trinidad and To- 
bago, and the Netherlands Antilles. All three are 
major oil-refining centers. 


More than one-half of the total US trade deficit 
with Canada results from natural gas imports. 


Throughout the 1970s the United States has had a 
small but growing surplus in coal and coke. Almost 90 
percent of US coal exports go to the developed 
countries.

US Trade in Manufactures by Region, 1977 
(figure 7) 


The United States has a trade surplus in manufac- 
tures with every region except Japan and Western 
Europe. The largest surpluses are with the OPEC and 
non-OPEC LDCs. 


The trade :n manufactures is an active two-way street 
except for Japan and the OPEC countries. The 

large US export surplus in manufactures to the OPEC 
states helps pay for the large fuels deficit with these 
countries. US imports of manufactures from Japan 
are almost five times greater than US exports of 
manufactures to Japan and largely account for the 
huge trade deficit with Japan. 


US exports of manufactures to the LDCs exceed com- 
bined US sales of these items to Western Europe, 
Japan, and Communist countries.

US Surplus Trade Balances in Major Manufactures 
by Region, 1977 (figure 8) 


Among major manufactured products in which the 
United States has a trade surplus, industrial ma- 
chinery, chemicals, aircraft, and military equipment 
do especially well in the OPEC and non-OPEC 
LDC markets. Most LDCs cannot produce these so- 
phisticated goods in which the United States often 
enjoys a global superiority. 


For products of extremely high technology in which 
US producers dominate the market—such as comput- 
ers and certain types of scientific instruments—the 
major purchasers are developed countries. 


Even for those manufactures in which the United 


States runs large trade surpluses on a global basis, 
trade with Japan is often in deficit.

US Deficit Trade Balances in Major Manufactures 
by Region, 1977 (figure 9) 


The US deficits in steel and motor vehicles are with 
developed countries. Almost two-thirds of US mo- 
tor vehicle exports (excluding sales to Canada) were 
purchased by the LDCs, giving the United States a 
$3 billion surplus with this group. 


For manufactured goods in which the United 

States runs a deficit, only in clothing and footwear are 
the LDCs mainly responsible. US clothing imports 
are largely from the Far Eastern LDCs. The LDCs 
account for more than one-half of the US deficit in 
footwear; the rest comes mainly from the US trade 
with Spain and Italy. 


Almost 80 percent of the US deficit in consumer elec- 
tronics (televisions, radios, and phonographs) is 

with Japan, with the LDCs accounting for the 
remainder.

l< Trade Balances With LDCs in Foodstuffs, 
(figure 10) 


US agricultural trade with the LDCs has typically 
been in deficit. with imports of coffee, tea, cocoa, and 
Sugar exceeding exports of cereals. 


The unusually large $3 billion 1977 deficit was caused 
by (a) high coffee prices and (b) good harvests 
abroad, especially in South Asia, which reduced US 
cereal exports. Purchases o! cereals by India, for 
example, amounted to less than $70 million in 1977, 
compared with about $700 million a year in 1975 

and 1976. 


Cereal exports to the OPEC countries have risen 


from $0.2 billion in the early 1970s to about $1 billion 
annually since 1974.

US Trade Balances With LDCs in Raw Materials 
(figure 11) 


The US raw material deficit with the LDCs has re- 
mained under $1 billion throughout the 1970s. 


The composition of the deficit has been changing. An 
increased deficit in nonferrous metals has been al- 
most offset by an increase in the surplus in cotton. The 
surpluses in other textile fibers and wood have con- 
tinued to grow at a slow pace.

US Trade Balances With LDCs in Fuels (figure 12) 


The US fuel deficit in 1977 of $40 billion was six 
times the $6.4 billion deficit of 1973. In 1977 Saudi 
Arabia and Nigeria each supplied about 20 percent 
of US oil imports, and Venezuela 12 percent. 


Approximately 15 percent of US oil imports in re- 
cent years come from the non-OPEC LDCs, largely 
The Bahamas, the Netherlands Antilles, and Trini- 
dad and Tobago, which import most of their crude 
from the OPEC countries and export refined 
products.

US Trade Balances With LDCs in Manufactures 
_ (figure 13) 


The US surplus in manufactures with the LDCs rose 
sharply between 1972 and 1975 on the strength of 
increased sales to both the non-OPEC and OPEC 
LDCs. Since the 1975 peak (abnormally high be- 
cause of a recession-induced curtailment in US im- 
ports) the surplus has fallen somewhat, as a sharp 
decline in the US surplus with the non-OPEC LDCs 
was only partially compensated for by a rising sur- 
plus with the OPEC countries. 


The small ($1 billion) improvement in the US 

trade surplus with the non-OPEC LDCs in manufac- 
tures between the early 1970s and 1977 hides di- 
vergent trends. While the US deficit with the three 
Far Eastern LDCs (Taiwan, Hong Kong, and 

South Korea) climbed by $4.7 billion, the surplus with 
all other non-OPEC LDCs rose by $5.7 billion.

US Surplus Trade Balances in Major Manufactures 
With the LDCs (figure 14) 


In those manufactures in which the United States has 
a surplus with the LDCs, most categories have pla- 
ieaved in the last three years, with any increases re- 
sulting from small gains with the OPEC countries. 


In electrical machinery and military equipment, how- 
ever, the US trade surplus has continued to in- 
crease; surging sales to OPEC have been almost en- 
tirely responsible for a tripling of the surplus 
between 1974 and 1977.

US Deficit Trade Balances in Major Manufactures 
With the LDCs (figure 15) 


For those manufactures in which the United States 
has a deficit with the LDCs, the US balance dete- 
riorated steadily during the 1970s, with the steepest 
declines in 1976 and 1977. 


All the deficits are with the non-OPEC LDCs; the 
United States has a negligible surplus in these com- 
modities with the OPEC countries.

US Trade Balances With Selected Non-OPEC LDCs 
(figure 16) 


The US surplus with both Mexico and Brazil fell 
sharply in 1977 after exceeding $1 billion a year 
from 1974 through 1976. In Mexico, the decline was 
caused by increased sales of fuels to the United 
States and by Mexico's economic slowdowr which cut 
sharply into purchases of machinery. In Brazil the 
mayer change was in agriculture: coffee sales to 
the United States rose sharply while grain pur- 
chases fell by half. 


The rising deficit after 1975 with the three fast- 
moving Far Eastern LDCs reflects increased US pur- 
chases of consumer goods and electrical machinery. 

In fact, the increased deficit with these three countries 
is equivalent to more thai: 70 percent of the 1975- 

77 deterioration in the US manufactures trade bal- 
ance with all non-OPEC LDCs. 


The 1977 decline in the US trade surplus with 

other non-OPEC LDCs stems mainly from an in- 
creased foodstuff deficit (greater coffee purchases and 
lower cereals sales). Partially offsetting this set- 

back was an $800 million rise in the surplus for 
manufactures.

US Trade Balances With Selected Non-OPEC LDCs 
by Commodity, 1977 (figure 17) 


US trade surpluses with Brazil and Mexico result 
mainly from sales of manufactures, especially 
heavy machinery and chemicals. The United States 
runs an agricultural deficit with both countries. 


The trade pattern with the three Far Eastern coun- 
tries contrasts sharply with that of the rest of the 
non-OPEC LDCs. The United States has surpluses in 
the agricultural and raw materials categories while 
running a huge deficit in manufactures. In fact, this 
trade profile resembles the US links with Japan 

more than with other LDCs. 


The huge US fuels deficit with the Caribbean re- 
finers is only slightly offset by a favorable manufac- 
turing balance with this group. 


Aside from these atypica! cases, the US trade pattern 
with non-OPEC LDCs features a large surplus in 
exports of manufactures, which outweighs deficits in 
agriculture, fuels, and other raw materials.

The $42 billion in US goods purchased by the 
LDCs in 1977 accounted for 35 percent of total US 
exports. Of this amount, twe-thirds went to the 
non-OPEC LDCs. 


Among the developed countries, only Japan has a 
greater percentage of its exports going to the LDCs 
than the United States. Western European coun- 
tries sell between 15 and 25 percent of their goods to 
the LDCs.

US Export Growth (figure 19) 


US exports to the LDCs as a whole have grown 
considerably faster than sales to the developed 
countries. 


Sales to the OPEC countries have increased faster 
than sales to the non-OPEC LDCs. Even so, sales 

to non-OPEC LDC markets—led by the fast-growing 
markets of Mexico, Brazil, and the Far Eastern 
LDCs—have outpaced sales to the developed 
countries. 


The LDCs take the first 12 places when the 35 coun- 
tries buying more than $400 million worth of goods 
from the United States in 1977 are ranked by the 
growth rate of US exports from the early 1970s to 
1977.

Major US Export Markets Among the LDCs, 1977 
(figure 20) 


Mexico is by far the leading LDC market for US 
exports, a result of close ties built up over the years 
across a common border. 


In 1977 three OPEC countries occupied the second 
through fourth positions as US markets among the 
LDCs. US sales to Saudi Arabia and Venezuela 
climbed rapidly in 1977, while US sales to Iran de- 
clined slightly. 


Brazil, with the largest economy among the LDCs, 
had traditionally been the second largest LDC market 
for the United States. In 1977, however, US ex- 

ports to Brazil fell 12 percent, dropping Brazil to fifth 
place among US export markets in the LDCs. 


The next four most important US markets among the 
LDCs are in Asia—South Korea, Taiwan, Hong 
Kong, and Singapore. 


Taken together, the top 10 markets account for 
three-fifths of US exports to the LDCs.

LDC Share of US Exports of Major Raw Ma- 
terials and Foodstuffs (figure 21) 


The LDCs’ share of US exports of foodstuffs has 
remained at nearly 30 percent during the 1970s, while 
their share of US exports of raw materials has 

grown substantially. 


The LDCs are the major purchasers of US exports 

of rice and wheat. During the 1970s the growth in rice 
sales to the OPEC countries has more than offset 

the lower sales to the non-OPEC LDCs. The LDCs 
also take nearly two-thirds of US exports of proc- 
essed agricultural products. 


Five countries— Mexico, Egypt, South Korea, 
Taiwan, and India—account for one-half of US agri- 
cultural exports to the non-OPEC LDCs. 


In the case of raw materials, the LDCs purchase more 
than one-half of US cotton exports; their share has 
increased during the last seven years. 


South Korea, Hong Kong, Taiwan, and Egypt to- 
gether account for three-quarters of non-OPEC LDC 
purchases of cotton from tae United States, with 
South Korea absorbing onc-half of the group total.

In 1977 the LDCs took nearly 40 perceni oi US ex- 
ports of manufactures, substantially move than the 
nearly 30 percent in the early 1970s. 


The share increase is due entirely to extra sales to the 
OPEC countries, which have greatly stepped up 
purchases of industrial machinery, electrical machin- 
ery, road motor vehicles, commercial aircraft, and 
military equipment. In most of these cases the LDC 
share of US exports now approaches one-half, and 

in military equipment and road motor vehicles (if ex- 
ports to Canada are excluded) almost two-thirds. 


Smaller categories in which the LDCs take at least 
one-half of US exports include finished metal parts 
and railroad vehicles. 


One-third of US manufactures exported to the 

LDCs go to the OPEC countries. Within the OPEC 
countries, Saudi Arabia and Venezuela are the two 
largest customers, together accounting for one-half of 
total OPEC purchases of US manufactures. 


The leading non-OPEC “DC markets for US manu- 
factures are Mexico, Brazil, South Korea, Singa- 
pore, Taiwan, and Hong Kong. Together these six 
countries account for one-half of US sales of manu- 
factures to the non-OPEC LDCs.

Mexico, Saudi Arabia, Venezuela, Iran, and Brazil 
together account for almost half of US industrial ma- 
chinery exports to the LDCs. 


As for electrical machinery exports, South Korea and 
Singapore join Saudi Arabia and Mexico as the 
largest consumers among the LDCs. 


In chemical exports, Brazil and Mexico are the 
largest LDC customers of the United States. 


In cereal exports, Mexico, South Korea, and 

Taiwan were the most important LDC markets in 
1977. India and Brazil, also major importers of US 
cereals, had excellent harvests last year, and US sales 
to them were down sharply. 


In road motor vehicle exports, Mexico, Venezuela, 


and Saudi Arabia took nearly one-half of the sur- 
prisingly large $3.5 billion US exports to the LDCs.

The $67 billion of US imports from the LDCs 
amounted to 45 percent of total US imports in 1977. 
In the early 1970s, the LDCs accounted for only 
one-quarter of US imports. 


Among the developed countries, only Japan has a 
greater percentage of its imports coming from the 
LDCs than the United States. One-third of Japa- 
nese imports are from the OPEC ccuntries. US im- 
ports from the LDCs are divided equally between 
the OPEC and non-OPEC LDCs. 


Only about 10 percent of West European imports 
come from the non-OPEC LDCs. The share of im- 
ports from the OPEC countries varies from 10 to 
20 percent.

US imports from the LDCs have climbed more than 
twice as fast as US purchases from the developed 
countries. 


Soaring oil imports from the OPEC countries were 
mainly responsible for the rapid growth in US imports 
from the LDCs. Even so, US imports from the non- 
OPEC LDCs rose one and a half times as fast as im- 
ports from the developed countries, because of 

rmuch higher purchases of manufactures, oil, and 
coffee. 


Among the non-OPEC LDCs, US import growth has 
been somewhat faster in the more advanced LDCs 
than in the other LDCs.

The top 10 suppliers account for 62 percent of US 
imports from the LDCs. 


Six of the top 10 LDC suppliers are OPEC coun- 
tries, with Saudi Arabia and Nigeria leading the 
ranking. The four non-OPEC countries --Mexico, 
Taiwan, South Korea, and Hong Kong—are also 
among the top 10 US export markets in the LDCs. 


Mexico and the three major Far Eastern LDCs ac- 
count for 43 percent of US imports from the non-

The OPEC countries provided more than 80 per- 
cent of US oil imports from the LDCs in 1977, with 
Saudi Arabia and Nigeria by far the major 
suppliers. 


Sixty percent of the non-OPEC oil imports come 
from the Carribean countries, which are mainly refin- 
ing OPEC crude. 


Mexico has been moving up as a non-OPEC oii sup- 
plier to the United States. However, US oil pur- 
chases from Mexico in 1977 ($800 million) were only 
one-fifth of the purchases from Venezuela.

About two-thirds of US nonoil imports come from 
nine LDCs, with Mexico and Taiwan the leading 
suppliers. 


Most of this high degree of concentration 1s in 
manufactures, where four countries account for nearly 
three-quarters of US imports and nine countries for 
more than 90 percent. 


In contrast, US imports of foodstuffs and raw ma- 
terials are highly scattered among the LDCs. After 
Brazil and Mexico, the share by country drops off 
sharply, with the five leading suppliers accounting for 
only one-third of the market. 


For all nonoil imports, Mexico ranked first, but when 
only manufactures are counted it falls to fourth 
place, behind Taiwan, Hong Kong, and South Korea.

The LDC share of US foodstuff and raw material 
imports has changed very little during the 1970s. 


About one-half of the increased LDC share of US 
nonferrous metal imports is accounted for by in- 
creased US purchases from Mexico.

The LDC share of US imports of manufactures has 
risen by over one-half since the early 1970s. Still 
only about one-fifth of US imports of manufactures 
come from the LDCs. 


The commodity mix is highly concentrated. Four 
items account for more than half of the total—tex- 
tiles and clothing, footwear, electrical machinery, and 
consumer electronics. 


Although the LDC share of US imports has risen sub- 
stantially in the four major categories since the car- 

ly 1970s, the most noticeable shift is in footwear, 
where the LDC share jumped from one-fifth to 

more than half. 


The LDCs provided two-thirds of US imports of 


textiles and clothing in 1977. If only clothing is count- 
ed, the share was nearly four-fifths.

Mexico leads only in electrical machinery, which ts 
an important border industry. Besides the usual three 
Far Eastern suppliers, Singapore and Malaysia 

each have an important slice of the electrical machin- 
ery market. 


The only other LDC able to achieve more than 10 per- 
cent of a major commodity grouping is Brazil, in 
the case of footwear.

The LDCs provide by far the bulk of net US service 
transaction earnings. 


Nearly half of US exports of services are sold to the 
LDCs while, except for tourism, the LDCs are a mi- 
nor supplier of services to the United States. 


Sales of US military services have become a particu- 
larly important elemest as a result of soaring pur- 
chases by Persian Gulf OPEC countries. More than 
80 percent of these services are now sold to the 
LDCs. 


Other major receipts include royalties and fees 
earned from LDC use of US technology and earnings 
from direct investments and loans. 


The OPEC countries bought 70 percent of US mili- 
tary sales to the LDCs and about 50 percent of the 
private services. They accounted for 50 percent of US 
direct investment income originating in the LDCs, 
but less than 10 percent of the rapidly growing private 
earnings from commercial banks and other loans.

The LDCs absorbed nearly one-fourth of the $10.7 
billion in US direct investment abroad in 1976. West- 
ern Europe and Canada were the other major re- 
cipients of US direct investment. 


Nearly two-thirds of the 1976 invesimcat in the 
LDCs resulted from new capital inflows, while the re- 
mainder came from earnings of foreign subsidiaries 
plowed back into these foreign ventures. 


At the end of 1976 the LDCs accounted for about 

20 percent of cumulative US direct investment 
abroad, compared with nearly 30 percent at the be- 
ginning of the decade. The percentage fell largely be- 
cause of LDC nationalization of foreign oil invest- 
ments and other resource industries.

US direct aid flows to the LDCs and indirect flows 
through international organizations were more 
than $7 billion in 1977, a level nearly double that of 
the early 1970s. 


The flow through international organizations rep- 
resented more than 35 percent of overal! US assist- 
ance to the LDCs in 1977, compared with less than 10 
percent in the early 1970s.
